Remarks 


Reconsideration and reversal of the rejections expressed in the Office Action of July 29, 
2003, are respectfully requested in view of the following remarks and the application as 
amended. The present invention relates to an elastomer-forming coating composition for textile 
fabrics comprising a first, second and third organopolysiloxane having aliphatically unsaturated 
substituents, an organosilicon crossUnker having at least three sihcon-bonded hydrogen atoms, a 
catalyst and a reinforcing filler.

The specification and claims have been corrected in order to overcome the various 
objections noted in the Office Action. 

Claims 1-15 were rejected imder 35 U.S.C, §112, first paragraph. The claims have been 
clarified to overcome this rejection. Claims 4, 6 and 10 were also rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, 
second paragraph. Clarifications to these claims overcome this rejection.
